then picked up drugs on hols ranch and flew him back to the US the cocaine cocaine marijuana heroin a 
whole variety of drugs well once these stories of broke Hall finally decided that he would admit yes he was 
an arms supplier for the country's yes he aided the rebels he had connections but he denied the drug 
connection so he wanted to admit the lesser charges the country connection in order to deny the larger 
charges that he provided explosives to try to assassinate pastora and was also involved in the drug 
connection Christian Science Monitor had a story in which they had a lengthy analysis of the CIA's largely

killer school in San Diego mine was a and this was in the late 60s Logan was governor acalypha bet and 
Reagan was was honoring them and mentioning them and going to call him you bet he loves the military for 
some reason he has an absolute fascination with military action and personnel and ships and weapons and 
power and control second thing you can cite was this California special training institute that we've 
mentioned before at San Luis Obispo in 1969 it began with operation what was it called cable splicer place
